As you requested, I have developed an estimate for North Country 
Council to work with the Stratford Planning Board and interested 
citizens in the development of a zoning ordinance. Because the 
scope of work for this project is not very well defined, it is 
difficult for us to give you an exact price figure as we did for 
the master plan. 


We have estimated that North Country Council could work with the 
planning board and interested citizens in the development of an 
acceptable preliminary zoning ordinance, attend planning board work 
sessions and charettes, and conduct all necessary zoning research 
for a not-to-exceed price of $2,750. North Country Council would 
bill Stratford on a monthly basis only for hours spent on this 
project and miles traveled. Professional planning assistance is 
billed at $35/hour, secretarial support at $25/hour and mileage at 
$.27/mile. An estimate of the broken out costs for the project is 
described below:

Director Report of Town Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


1962 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest fire was in May 
in Rumney where a suspicious orlgin fire burned approximately 150 acres with a total cost 
cf approximately $30,000. The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other com- 
munities in wildlend fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. Our major causes 
of fires were fires kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire prevention. New Hampshire 
State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, ''No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or 

-ause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except 
when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from 
the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.'' Violation of this 
statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and 
you are liable for all fire suppression costs. 


-océl fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small average fire size 
of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the public or our fire tower system 

and the quick response of our trained local fire departments. Please help your Warden and 
ire department by requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire.

FISCAL YEAR 1992 REPORT ON 
EMERGENCY SERVICES AT UCVIH 


3,209 patients were seen during FY 92 in the UCVH Emergency Room in addition 

to 2,069 patients treated at the Walk-In Clinic. The Walk-In Clinic has expanded 
to seven days per week of service and has seen a two-fold growth rate over the 
past year. 


The laboratory replaced its chemistry analyzer in the past year. This 
instrument is vital to the proper diagnosis and treatment of many emergency 
patients. ‘This purchase was part of the $89,750 used in FY 92 to upgrade 
capital equipment. 


The Board of Directors and Medical Staff, in their long-range planning efforts 
have discussed the options of providing CT Scanning Services at UCVH. The 
mobile CI scanner we had for a few years discontinued its service so plans 
wer made to install an in-house unit; this unit became operational at UCVH 

in January, 1993. CI scanning is very important in the care of accident, 
trauma and other types of emergencies. Additionally, the CT unit will 

be equipped to ''fax'' scans done in Colebrook directly to the radiologist 

when he is not available in-house. 


UCVH expended $1.4 million in salaries (exclusive of physician wages), a portion 
of which is alloted to 24-hour Emergency Service. 


In 1992, $21,675 was collected from the towns for assistance in the 
provision of emergency services at UCVH. In order to continue this comprehensive 
coverage, we urge you tu continue this essential and much needed support.

1992 was a year of growth; we made over 6500 visits 
during the year, and the volume of skilled visits increased 
by nearly 25%. The need for home health care continues to 
grow, and it is our hope to grow as well in order to meet 
the increasing demand for highly technical health care in 
the home and the need for additional services in the commun- 
ity. We will be joining with Upper Connecticut Valley Hosp- 
ital in the near future which will enable us to achieve our 
mutual goal of providing the best possible health care to 
the communities we serve. 

We will continue to depend on town support in order to 
bridge the gap between the cost of services and the avail- 
ability of funding sources for them. Town monies are used 
to provide home health aide and homemaking services that 
are funded with grants based on income and age eligibility. 
These grants cover only a portion of the cost of the services; 
and although the need for home health aide and homemaking 
services has increased dramatically, there has been no in- 
crease in funding to provide them. Town monies are also used 
to help fund the Maternal and Child Health Program which is 
of vital importance to this area by providing physical exams, 
immunizations, nutrition and parenting teaching, and dental 
care to low-income families.

Course. Our goal is to buiid our corps so as to provide you with 


24 hour service. 


We may only be 5, but we do the best we can. We continue to attend 


classes in order to keep our skills up to date to make sure you receive 


thé vese ~ossible care. 


Our new radio dispatch system nas vseen  Wreat--we are able to 


communicate with each other while enroute to the ambulance or the scene, 
and are able to be away from our phones without fear of missing a cali. 

We appreciate the support many of you have shown us and I'd like 
to take this chance to clear up many misunderstandings about how our 
service works and lay to rest any misconceptions you have all been 
led to believe. 

In the past, I have been telling you that the insurance company 
tnat nandles our maipractice through the Colebrook Hospital has dictated 
that no matter wnat the problem, we transport to the NEAREST MEDICAL 
FACILITY. That's where the "line" at Scotts Campground came into 
being. That "line" is halfway between Lancaster and Colebroox Hospitals 
and aided us in determining whicn hospital to go to. 

Some ynonths ago, after getting very frustrated by your questions 
and anger at why Groveton Ambulance can go where they want, I went to 


the hospital and asked to see that statement in writing, planning on 
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copying it to show you that what the hospital was teiling us was stated 
in the policy and we were bound to it.(This was first told to us years ayo.) 

Well, I finaliy got an answer---it's NOT written that way!! 

We are bound by EMS ruling that states we "transport to the nearest 
appropriate medical facility." This covers life-threatening problems. 

We are trained to identify life-threatening emergencies and will 
act accordingly. If your problem is_not life-threatening and you wish 
to go to the hospital of your choice--WE CAN DO THAT!!!! but only after 
we determine by assessment that your probiem is not life-threatening. 

The bottom line is that as trained ambulance personnel it is our 
call based on our training as to where we transport. You live in the 
center of town and you want to zo to Lancaster Hospital, fine, WE CAN 
DO THAT. We don't need special permission--it is our judgement call. 

Our ambulance is "STRATFORD AMBULANCE"--we serve you. If you live 
in Stratford Hollow, we serve you. Through Vermont licensing we also 
cover Bloomfield, Brunswick and Maidstone. 

I can understand if you want to call Groveton---they are 2) hour 
service. As cf yet, we are not because we are only 5. We need more 
attendants in order to guarantee you 2h hour service. THAT'S THE PROBLEM! 1 

Before you complain about the ambulance, asx yourself this, "What 
can I do to help? Can I become a meiber? Do I know someone who would

The management of the Stratford School District, 
North Stratford, New Hampshire, is responsible for 
establishing and maintaining internal control 
systems used in administering federal financial 
assistance programs. In fulfilling that 
responsibility, estimates and judgements by 
management are required to assess the expected 
benefits and related costs of control procedures. 
The objectives of internal control systems used in 
administering federal financial assistance programs 
are to provide management with reasonable, but not 
absolute, assurance that, with respect to federal 
financial assistance programs, resource use is 
consistent with laws, regulations, and policies; 
resources are safeguarded against waste, loss and 
misuse; and reliable data are obtained, maintained, 
and fairly disclosed in reports. 


Because of inherent limitations in any system of 
internal accounting and administrative controls 
used in administering federal financial assistance 
programs, errors or irregularities may nevertheless 
occur and not be detected.

With respect to internal control systems used in 
administering this nonmajor federal financial 
assistance program, our study and evaluation 
included considering the types of errors and 
irregularities that could occur, determining the 
internal control procedures that should prevent or 
detect such errors and irregularities, determining 
whether the necessary procedures are prescribed and 
are being followed satisfactorily and evaluating 
any weaknesses. 


With respect to the internal control systems used 
solely in administering the other nonmajor federal

NOLrCnN oLCLaCLord, New 
Hampshire. Accordingly, we do not express an 
opinion on the internal control systems used in 
administering the federal financial assistance 
Programssoiatheyocrathord School Wrst raict, North 
Stratford, New Hampshire. 


Also, our audit, made in accordance with the 
standards mentioned above, would not necessarily 
disclose material weaknesses in the internal 
control systems, for which our study and evaluation 
was limited to a preliminary review of the systems 
as discussed in the fifth paragraph of this report. 


However, our study and evaluation and our audit 
disclosed no condition that we believe to be a 
material weakness in relation to a federal 
financial assistance program of the Stratford 
School District, North Stratford, New Hampshire. 


This report is intended solely for the use of the 
School Board and applicable federal and state 
cognizant or grantor agencies. This restriction is 
not intended to limit the distribution of this 
report, which upon acceptance by the Stratford 
School Board, is a matter of public record.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIANS 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or who 
is receiving special education and/or related services, you 
have the following rights: 


*You have the right to have access to and examine all 
records relating to your child's education. 


*You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever 
the local educational agency proposes to begin or change the 
special educational referral, evaluation and/or educational 
placement of your child. You also have a right to give your 
written consent before initial special education placement 
and before any individual evaluation of your child. 


*You have a right to question any matter, decision, or 
recommendation relating to your child's referral, evaluation 
or educational placement. 


*You have a right to request an independent educational 
evaluation obtained by the local educational agency. If 
your request is accepted, the evaluation will be conducted 
by a certified or licensed professional examiner who is 
independent of the local educational agency and will be 
performed at no cost to you. Should your request be denied, 
you have a right to appeal this decision as described below. 


*If you have any complaints regarding the referral, 
evaluation or educational placement of your child, you have 
a right to meet with the school board. If any agreement is 
unable to be reached, you have the right to an impartial 
hearing conducted by a state appointed due process hearing 
officer. 


*At this hearing, you have the right to be’ assisted by 
person(s) with special knowledge or training, or by an 
attorney, and the right to present evidence and confront, 
cross-examine and compel the attendance of witnesses. 


*After this hearing, you have the right to a written or 
electronic verbatim recording of such hearing. You have the 
right to obtain written findings of fact and decisions of 
the hearing at no cost. 


*If the decision of the impartial hearing at the local level 
is not acceptable to you, you have the right to appeal this 
decision to the State Board of Education or Civil Court. 


'*During any of the hearing or appeal procedures, your child 
shall remain in the current education program, or if 
_applying for initial admission to the public school, shall 
be placed in a regular program until all proceedings have 
been completed, unless you and the school officials agree 


otherwise.
